Gen. N.B. Forrest - Sketch of the Life of the Distinguished Cava- 
lry Leader. Nathan Bedford Forrest was born on the 18th day of 
July, 1821, near Duck river, in what was then Bedford county, Ten- 
nessee, and departed this life in the city of Memphis the 29th 

day of October, 1877, at 7 o'clock, in the 57th year of his age. 
Just previous to the war he was twice elected Alderman to represent 
his ward-.in the city of Memphis. At the breaking out of the civil 
strife he was a cotton planter in Mississippi, but he at once re- 
paired to Memphis, enlisting for the war as a private in White's 
Cavalry. An invitation was soon afterward extended by Gov. Harris 
and Gen. Polk to him to raise a regiment of cavalry, which he did. 
It was not long in being learned that Forrest and his cavalry were 
always on hand at the right time and in the right place, and he was 
soon placed in command of the cavalry of the Tennessee army.

What this gallant knight of the sabre and his brave followers did 
need no comments here; go read the records of the fields of Fort 
Donelson, Red Mound, Murfreesboro, Thompson's Station, Prairie 
Mound, Fort Pillow, Tishomingo and Harrisburg. Forrest was deci- 
dely the best cavalry officer on either side, and the Federal horse- 
men always dreaded a conflict with his command His great success 
was mainly due to his quick movements and determination. At one 
time he would be at a particular place, and before another day 
passed he would be gaining new triumphs a hundred miles away. 

His farewell address to his soldiers on the eve of laying down 
their arms is an admirable composition, filled with the very best 
advice and noblest sentiments. 


Since the close of the war he has conducted himself in a manner 
calling forth the praises of his most deadly enemies. No man has 
tried harder to bring the two sections back to fraternal feelings 
than General Forrest, always being as eager for reconciliation in 
times of peace as he was for battle in times of war. 


The news of his death will be no surprise, as he has been on the 
verge of the grave for the past six or eight weeks, suffering with 
that dreadful disease, chronic diarrhea. It will indeed be sad 
intelligence to his old comrades in arms to learn of his death, 
and the heart of the whole South will throb with the deepest sor- 
row. He was buried Wednesday, 3lst, at 11 o'clock. 


DIED - In Petersburg last Sunday morning, Capt. R. J. Small. For 

a number of months he had been afflicted with a tendency to para- 
lysis, and on Saturday night he was guite unwell. Dr. Hall was 
summoned and found him in a cold stupor. Procuring a shawl he went 
to the fire to warm it and when he came back to the bedside Capt.

KILLED - We clip the following paragraph from a Pulaski letter 
dated October 31st, to the American. The killed man is thought to 
have been a native of this county. His father, Moses Howell, was 
one of our early citizens, and moved a few years ago to Limestone 
county, Ala., where he is now living, unless he has recently died. 
Solomon Howell left Lincoln county about 5 or 6 years ago, and was 
then unmarried. 


At Kelly's Ford, near Elkton, on last Saturday evening, Lewis Kelly 
struck Sol. Howell on the head with a base-ball bat from which 

death almost immediately ensued. Howell was about forty years old, 
and leaves a wife and two children. He was drinking at the time

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THE BLAIR FAMILY

The Blair surname occurs almost as frequently as WRIGHT or 
MCMILLIN (related families). My first Blair ancestor was Dorothy 
Blair, wife of Nathaniel H. Wright. Dorothy or "Dolly" was born 
about 1807 in Georgia (Franklin Co.). Her parents were George 
and Mary 2? Blair, who lived in Lincoln County, Tennessee from 
1819, or earlier, until their deaths; his by 1829 and hers by 
L832. 


Tracing this family has been difficult because of insufficent 
records. Dorothy Blair was born in Georgia and two of her brothers 
were born in South Carolina (census records). Consequently, I 
began my search in South Carolina. 





PENDLETON DISTRICT SOUTH CAROLINA 


Settlers from the valley of Virginia, Southside Virginia and 
North Carolina counties came into South Carolina and on to Georgia 
and Alabama. Pendleton District was a major migration route to 
the west. From 1807 to 1810, many new settlers came into the 
area while others moved away. 


South Carolina court records before 1768 are in Charleston, 
sc. In 1785 Districts were divided into counties. Ninety-Six 
District became Abbeville, Edgefield, Newberry, Laurens, Union 
and Spartanburg counties. Lands ceeded by the Cherokee Indians 
embracing Anderson, Greenville, Pickens and Oconee counties were 
attached temporiarly to Abbeville, Laurens and Spartanburg. Pend- 
leton County, as afterward established was attached to Abbeville. 
Some land deeds are in Ninety-Six and some are in Washington Dis- 
trict court records. Pendleton County was organized in 1789. 


(Simpson, R. W., History of Old. Pendleton District, p. 11). 


There was a George Blair in SC in 1790; Pendleton County, 
Ninety-Six District. He was apparently married, with one son 
under sixteen, likely a baby, and he owned one slave. Next door 
was a James Blair with three males over 16 and five females. For 
some time I thought this James Blair might be the father of George. 


George and James Blair lived on Chauga Creek, Pendleton Co. 
(1789-1799). (Clayton, Frederick Van, The Settlement of Pendleton 
District, SC, p. 69) Chauga Creek runs into the Tugaloo River 
which divides SC and GA in this region. In 1798 Mary Doran re- 
ceived a land grant on Chauga Creek, bounded by George Blair. The 

Same year, Henry Dobson, received a grant bounded by Charles Pink- 
ney and James Blair on waters of Chauga Creek. There is no record 
of how or when George and James acquired the land joining those 
grants. Other references to James and George Blair's ownership 
of land in Pendleton can be found in Pendleton Co., SC Deed Books 
A_and B.by Ge Lee Corley Hendrix and Pendleton District, SC Deeds 
(1807-1810) by Stanley A. McGaha. 
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In the deed books mentioned above reference is found to James 
Blair of Franklin Co., GA selling 600 acres on Toxaway Creek, Pend- 
leton Co., SC. Also a "conditional line made by James Blair and 
George Blair etc." (May 1808). 


The 1800 census for Pendleton, listed George Blair with two 
.Males under ten; one male twenty-six to forty-five; two females 
under ten; one female sixteen to twenty-six and one slave. James 
Blair is not listed but a William Blair, twenty-six to forty-five 
is shown with a female (wife) twenty-six to forth-five and three 
females (daughters?) under ten. A Thomas Blair is also on the 
1800 census there. 


George Blair, who died before 1829, Lincoln Co., TN was born 
about 1768-1775. I believe he was the George Blair in Pendleton 
Co., SC in 1790 and 1800, and the same George Blair who was in 
Franklin Co., GA in 1808. Mrs. Martha Acker, Birmingham, Alabama, 
wrote me in 1981 that George Blair was on the 1808 tax list: "one 
negro, no land, return made. for him by James Blair." Remember that 
George in SC had one slave. James, who made the return may or may 
not, have been a relative. However, I believe he was related, per- 
haps a brother. 


There were other families in Pendleton and also in Franklin 
Co., GA who moved at about the same time to northern Alabama (Mad- 
ison Co.) and Middle Tennessee (Bedford and Lincoln counties). They 
included the Yowells, Gibsons, Kennedys, Thrashers, Elstons and 
Isaacs, among others. 


JAMES BLAIR (SR.) 


The Carolina Genealogist, Winter 1978-79, p. 33: "Pendleton 
Messenger Vol. 4, No. %"; JAMES BLAIR offers 250 acres for sale in 
Pendleton District on Tugaloo River, with good dwelling house, out- 
buildings, grist mill, and distillery. Another tract of 800 acres 
lies in Franklin Co., GA on Tugaloo River, with good house and other 
buildings. The tract where Blair now lives contains 1200 acres with 
dwelling house. All at the head of navigation of Tugaloo River." 
Saturday, March 10, 1810. This places James Blair in both states. 


Another reference is Townsend, Leah, South Carolina Baptists 
1670-1805, p. 231--"Oconee County Churches--The beginnings of the 
churches in the Ocenee County section of what was formerly Pendleton 
District were in the main closely connected with Shoal Creek Church, 
a congregation of Franklin Co., GA not far across the Tugaloo River 
from Chauga. The first entry in the earliest extant Shoal Creek 
Church Book is dated Jan. 1796, and reads: The Church met according 
to appointment, which implies constitution prior to that date, at 
the latest, sometime in 1795. Shoal Creek entered the Sparta Assoc-— 
iation in 1796, sending as delegates from that year through 1804, 
JAMES BLAIR, Francis Callaway, John Carter, John Cleveland, John 
Ross, William Gates, Thomas Gilbert and Charles S. Morton." 
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aw 


Mrs. Acker's Franklin County, GA Tax Digest Vol. I, 1798-1807 
lists James Blair as of, Ll Oct. 1798, in Franklin County, GA with- 
in District 7. Along with James, were HAYES BLAIR AND THOMAS BLAIR. 
Hayes, although not on the 1790 or 1800 Pendleton, SC census records, 
was shown in Pendleton records. For example, the will of ELIJAH 
ISAACS proved 24 June 1799 shows James Blair as executor and the 
witnesses as Thomas Gibson and Hayes Blair. (Alexander, Elliott and 


Willie, Pendleton District and Anderson County, SC Records, p. 23.) 


James Blair was named frequently in these early Pendleton re- 
cords. He is also listed on each year's tax list in Mrs. Acker's 
Franklin Co., GA records, along with other surnames such as Isaacs, 
Gibson, Yowell, Kennedy etc. I will not attempt to list them, but 
they are numerous and sufficent to indicate they are the same fam- 
ilies moving westward at about the same time. 


According to a Franklin Co., GA deed, dated 10 June 1805 and 
recorded 23 May 1807, James and Hayes Blair owned adjoining land. 
Hayes was a witness to several deeds made by James. James Gibson 463 
and Joseph Terrill are also mentioned. 


Another interesting record is found in Franklin deeds: "Ordered 
that John Bryson, exr. of Robert Thrasher, advertise for sale 210 
acres, for the benefit of his heirs. The following signed: Robert, 
Joseph and Thomas Thrasher, Thso. Deloney, Seth Hodges and JAMES 
BLAIR for Sally Thrasher." (Some of these signed in Lincoln Co., TN 
but there were no Thrashers in Lincoln Co. in 1820.) Also--"Sally 
Thrasher, orphan of Robert Thrasher, late of Franklin Co., GA chose 
Capt. James Blair as her guardian." (Historical Collections of GA 


Chapters NSDAR. Franklin County, pp- 253,254.) 


James Blair, Sr. who was born Augusta County, VA 6 Mar. 1761 
and died in Habersham County, GA 1839 (DAR Records) was perhaps a 
brother of George Blair of Lincoln County, TN. Other brothers were 
possibly Hayes, Thomas and William. 


Habersham County, GA was created in part from Franklin County 
in 1818. DAR records for James show the following: He was allowed 
a pension for his services in the Revolutionary War. He lived in 
Pendleton Co., SC; Ray Co., TN; and Franklin Co., GA. He married 
first, Nancy Elizabeth Cleveland and second Elizabeth Powell (or 
vice versa). Two children by the second wife are mentioned as the 
only known children. They were: (1) Anne, born 179__, died 1854 
Talladege, AL. She married first, Joseph Terrell and second, Oliver 
Allen Elston. (2) James Blair, Jr. born 1796 and married Arsena 
Trimmier 1819 and died 1859. 


Arsena Trimmier was the daughter of Obadiah Trimmier who died 


in Pickens Co., SC in 1830. (Wooley, A Collection of Upper SC _Gen- 


' ealogy and. Family Records Vol. I, ps 217s "Col, Obadiah Trimmier 


died 1830, leaving a wife, Lucy and several children. Trimmier 
lived on waters of Tugaloo River. Heirs besides wife, Lucy, were: 
Oliver Clark and wife, Elizabeth; Staret Dodson and wife, Mary; 
Jefferson Roland and wife, Lucy; Thomas Trimmier; William Trimmier; 
Selena Trimmier; David Sloan and wife, Nancy; JAMES BLAIR and wife, 
Arrina (sic); GEORGE BLAIR and wife, Maria; and two minor children 
Obadiah and Marcus T. Trimmier. 4 Oct... 1830.") 
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George Blair, whose wife was Maria Trimmier was perhaps 
another son of James Blair, SR. In a letter dated 22 Jan. 1983, 
Larry W. Parr of Atlanta, GA states: "He (James) did have a son 
George, born ca 1788." Mr. Parr also mentioned that James Blair, 
Sr. may have been the son of Colbert Blair who moved into Augusta 
County, VA from Pennsylvania, with a group of Quakers. 


In Georgia, James, Sr. and wife, Elizabeth, sold land to 
Thomas Blair and the tax records indicate he was likely a son. 


As mentioned, I. once thought James Blair of SC and GA was 
possibly the father of George of Lincoln County, TN. Now it 
seems they were contemporaries and perhaps brothers, along with 
Hayes, the older Thomas of SC,and possibly William Blair who 
died in 1833, Lincoln Co., TN. 


Hayes Blair was in Pendleton, SC; Franklin Co., GA; Madison 
Co., AL; and Lincoln Co., TN-.where he shows on the 1820 census. 
Hayes evidently lived in that portion of Lincoln or Bedford Co. 
which was taken into Marshall Co. in 1836. (Marshall Co., TN 


Historical Qt. Vol. XIV, No. 1, p. 44.) 
ALABAMA CONNECTIONS 


In 1811, some of these people are listed by Ganrud, Alabama 
Records Vol. 53, Madison County "Applications for Land Grants in 
Madison County, Alabama from the Nashville (TN) Land Office." The 
list gives names with place of residence. On page 60, GEORGE 
BLAIR of Bedford Co., TN; page 62, JONATHAN BLAIR and HAYES BLAIR 
of Madison Co., AL; page 56, Charles Kennedy of Madison Co., AL. 


Charles Kennedy was from Pendleton, SC and Franklin Co., GA 
and died in Madison Co., AL. One of his sons, Lexington Kennedy, 
married Elizabeth "Milly" Blair, daughter of George. 


GEORGE BLAIR 


George Blair was born before 1775, possibly 1768-70, probably 
in (Augusta Co.) Virginia. His father may have been Colbert Blair. 
George had a grandson named Colbert. He was married by 1790, Pend- 
leton District, SC where he is listed on the census. He died before 
the 1829 Lincoln County, Tennessee tax list. 


George lived in Pendleton District, SC 1790-1800. By 1807 he 
was in Georgia, probably Franklin County. The 1850 and 1860 
Tippah Co., MS census records give Georgia as the birthplace for 
Dorothy Blair Wright, daughter of George. The 1808 Franklin Co., 
GA tax list shows George Blair. 


The gap between the 1808 GA tax list and the 1820 TN census 
has been partially filled in. The 1811 land grant places him in 
Bedford Co., TN. There is no 1810 census for Bedford or Lincoln 
Co., TN. 


George Blair was in Lincoln Col, TN certainly as early as 
1819, when on Jan. 16th he purchased for $500. eighty acres "on 
waters of the west fork of Cane Creek." He bought this land from 
Allen Elston and a witness was Harden Taylor (George's son-in-law) . 


SLL LAD 
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(LCT Deed Book E-1l, pp. 441-442.) In 1819 he sold two tracts of 
Bedford Co., TN land to Charles Timmons. (Bedford Co. Deed BK. K, 
pp. 252-253 and 300-301.) 


In 1824 George received a State Land grant in Lincoln County, 
Cane Creek area (State Archives, Roll No. 20, BRa Se @ 1313. 
His land was apparently in that part of Lincoln County which was 
taken into Marshall County about 1836. 


By 1829 George Blair had died as shown on a tax list. The 
1830 list of Henry Tally's Company noted 90 acres deeded land 
and 55 acres school land, with Abner Blair as administrator of 
George Blair, deceased. This same record shows in 1832. 


Lincoln County Court Minutes, 1830-1833 sheds some light on 
the Blair family. On page 72 (no date) letters of Adm. were 
granted to Abner Blair for the estate of his mother, Mary Blair, 
who had died intestate. On page 95, "a settlement of the estate 
of George Blair deceased, with Abner Blair and Allen Elston was 
recorded. Then on page 104, we find that Allen Elston and Abner 
Blair, Adm. vs William Blair and Lexington Kincaid (Kennedy) --- 
Ordered that the sheriff sell the interest which the defendants 
have in the 160 acres of land formerly owned by George Blair----." 


It should be noted that there were a number of Blair families 
living in the area of Lincoln County which was taken into Marshall 
County. Relationships have not been proved but it is likely that 
some of them, especially those originally from SC,were related 
to George. 


Mary Blair (maiden name unknown) was born before 1775. The 
1830 census gives her age as bewteen sixty and seventy. Since 
she married by 1789-90 she was probably born about 1770-72. Also 
in her household in 1830 was a female age 15-20. This was likely 
one of the daughters, possibly Nancy. 


The sale of Mary Blair's estate took place 1831-32. Among 
the items listed was furniture, 5 yards of Cloath (sic), 1 Hymn 
Book, corn, a flax wheel, 1 counterpen and 1 bed quilt, 2 red 
steers, a chest and several misc. items. Purchasers were: John 
Sanders, Abner Blair, Squire Williams, Harris Mauldin, Saml. Mur- 
dock, Thos. Chapman, William Beaty, Allen Elston, H. Moore, Wm. 
P. Davis, John Carpenter, Ambrose Larwood, George W. McBride, 
Enoch Rust, Joel Dodd and Jessey Hemphill. 


The sale of George Blair's land is recorded in Lincoln Co., 
TN Deed Bk. J-1, pp. 330, 331, 20 June 1833. N. H. Wright et al 
to Abner Blair. It was Signed by N. H. Wright, Dorothy Wright, 
Anne Taylor, Nancy Collins, Thos. §s. Collins, James Gibson, Isabel 
Gibson, Robt. S. Elliott, Permelia Elliott by Wm. Johnston, at- 
torney in fact. Although Elizabeth and Lexington Kennedy of Bed- 
ford Co., TN are named in the body of the deed, their Signatures 
do not appear, nor was any power of attorney found for them. The 
Power of attorney for James and Isabella Gibson, Robert S. Elliott 
and wife Permelia; Anne Taylor wife of Hardin Taylor deceased and 
Thos. S. Collins and wife Nancy and of N. H. Wright and wife, 
Dorothy (Callaway Co., KY) are found in Deed Bk. i-1, pp. 602, 603. 
William Blair did not sign the deed nor was any power of attorney 
found for him. 
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The children of George and Mary ? Blair were: (Not 
necessairly in order of age) 


ABNER ELIZABETH DOROTHY 
ALFRED ISABELLA WILLIAM 
ANNE PERMELIA NANCY. 


Abner Blair was born perhaps in 1790, Pendleton District, 
SC. His age was given as 40-50 in the 1840 Hardeman Co., TN 
census. He evidently married after 1820 and before 1825 in 
Lincoln Co., TN. His wife was Susan Monroe, daughter of 
David P. Monroe (LCT Will proved 1828). Susan died before 
1837 (LCT Court Minutes names her heirs), possibly in Hard- 
eman Co., TN. They had at least four children: Martha Blair; 
James Blair; Lucretia Blair; Amanda Blair. The 1829 through 
1832 Lincoln Co., TN tax lists show Abner as Adm. of George 
Blair, deceased. Abner purchased his father's land on the 
west fork of Cain Creek, Lincoln Co., from the other children 
in 1833. By the 2 Jan. 1834, Abner was evidently living in 
Lawrence Co., AL when he sold the Lincoln County land to 
Robert Johnston of Lincoln County. By 1840 Abner had moved to 
Hardeman Co., TN and afterwards I found no further record.

Alfred Blair was born about 1793 in South Carolina. In 
1830 he was living in Lincoln County, TN with two males under 
5; one male 10-15; 1 male 30-40 (Alfred); one female under 5; 
two females 5-10; one female 30-40 (wife). He was in Fayette 
Co., TN by 20 June 1833 when Phillip T. Burford signed as 
“attorney in fact" when his father's land was sold to his 
brother Abner. In 1834 Alfred Blair of Fayette Co., TN sold 
Bedford Co., TN land to Shadrack Mustain of Bedford County | 
(Deed Bk., DD, pp. 534,535). Again, his attorney in fact was 
Phillip T. Burford. In 1840, Fayette Co., TN, Alfred served 
as a juror for the Circuit Court. ('Ansearchin' News Vol. 26, 
No. 3, Fall 1979, p. 139.) In the 1840 Fayette Co., TN census 
Alfred's household included one male 5-10; 2 males 10-15; 
one male 20-30(?) (should have been 40-50 for Alfred); two 
females 15~20; and one female 40-50. By 1850 Alfred's 
wife was apparently deceased. In the household was Colbert 
T. Blair (Was he named for his great-grandfather Colbert Blair?) 
age 34; Lucy age 19 (Colbert's wife); Abner, age 16; Bryant, 
age 5 and Alfred, age 2. These last two were probably sons of 
Colbert T. and Lucy. There are three other items of interest 
on this family. First, Abner, age 16 above, probably died be- 
fore Dec. 1864 (Civil War?). (Fischer, Marjorie Hood, Tenn- 
essee Tidbits 1778-1814 Vol. 1, p. 31, Fayette Co. Court Record.) 
Second, in the Bedford County Tennessee Historical Society Qt., 
Vol. 7, No. 3, p. 80, we find Alfred Blair listed as a Private 
in Capt. Giles Burdett's Company, War of 1812 (1814-1815) Battle 
of New Orleans. Third, Colbert T. Blair married 10 Dec. 1843, 
Marshall Co., TN Lucy Amanda Burford. (Porch, Deane, Marriage 





ful that Lucy's age is correct on the 1850 census. 
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Anna Blair was born in 1795 (age 55, 1850 Franklin Co.,TN), 
Pendleton Dist. SC. She married 1818-1819 in Lincoln Co., TN, 
Hardin Taylor (born 1780-90 and died before 24 Aug. 1833 Frank- 
lin Co., TN). Harden Taylor was a witness to Allen Elston's 
deed to George Blair 1 Jan..1820, Lincoln Co., TN. Harden and 
Anna lived in Lincoln Co. in 1820 and were in Franklin Co. by 
1830. Their children were: Mary; Harden; George L.; Permelia. 
Reference is Evelyn Floyd, Rt. 3, Box 354, Manchester, TN 37355. 
Anna, wife of Harden Taylor deceased, gave her power of attorney 
to Wm. Johnson to sell her father's land 24 Aug. 1833. She 
signed with a mark. (LCT/Lincoln Co., TN Deed Bk. J-1, p. 602.) 
This deed plainly states that Anna was formerly Anna Blair. Her 
residence was given as Franklin County. She was still living 
with her son George L. Taylor and his family in 1860 Coffee 
Co., TN, that part taken from Franklin. Mary Taylor married in 
March 1856, Benjamin F. Lowrey and Permelia Taylor married Litle 
Adams about 1850. 


(Mildred) Elizabeth "Milly" Blair may have been born 1790- 
1800 in South Carolina. She married Lexington Kennedy, son of 
Charles Kennedy and wife, Dorothy ? Jarrett (widow) of Madison 
County, AL. As previously stated the Kennedy family moved from 
Pendleton Dist., SC to Franklin Co., GA, to Madison Co., AL. In 
1833 (26th June) Lexington and Elizabeth were said living in 
Bedford County, TN. I have never found them on any census record. 
Although listed in the deed of sale of George Blair's land, they 
did not sign. Charles Kennedy died in 1828 Madison Co., AL. The 
records dealing with his estate mention Lexington as a son. By 





24 Feb. 1842, Lexington Kennedy was deceased. (AL Records Vol. 
4, p. 60 "Petition to sell land of Charles Kennedy deceased"--- 
included in list of heirs was "heirs of Lexington Kennedy.") In 


1980, Eunice M. Albrecht, Morrow, GA, sent me a list of Lexington 
Kennedy's children. They were: George Blair Kennedy; Mary Ken- 
nedy, wife of John M. Young; Sarah Kennedy, wife of Priestly L. 
Howard; Charles Kennedy; William Kennedy; Jarrett Kennedy; Dor- 
othy Kennedy. (Extract from Minute Bk., Habersham Superior Court, 
Oct. Term 1858, p. 383.) This family had evidently returned to 
Habersham Co., GA around 1840. Milly Blair Kennedy may have 
married second, a Buchanon. Lexington Kennedy was apparently 
living in Madison Co., AL 1824-1828; in Bedford Co., TN 1833 

and a little later; then back to GA. 


Isabella. Blair was born 1800-1810 (SC or GA). She was 
married by the 1820 census, Lincoln Co., TN to James Gibson. 
He was shown with one male 18-26 and one female 16-26. This 
places Isabella's birth as early as 1802/3. They were living 
in Lawrence Co., AL in 1833 when they gave their power of 
attorney to sell her father's land. James Gibson was living 
next door to an older Thomas Gibson in 1820, who may have been 
his father. The 1840 Lawrence Co., AL census lists a James 
Gibson family with four girls and two boys in the household. 
This family has not been traced further, as I have been unable 
to identify them on any 1850 census. In addition, there was 
a younger James Gibson living in Lawrence Co., AL who was the 
son of Judge Charles Gibson and his wife, Clarissa McDowell. 
(Connected to my husband's McDowell family.) 
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Permelia Blair was also born about 1800-1810, probably 
about 1804/5. She married about 1820-1825, perhaps in Lincoln 
County, TN to Robert S. Elliott. They too, were living in 
Lawrence Co., AL 1833 and 1840. These middle Tennessee and 
northern Alabama families seemed to cross the state line 
frequently. There were two Robert Elliotts in Lawrence Co., 
AL in 1840, both of whom were aged 40-50. Both had large 
families, but I am unable to say which was the husband of 
Permelia Blair. 


DOROTHY BLAIR was born about 1807, (Franklin Co.), GA. 
She married about 1824, Lincoln County, TN, NATHANIEL H(arris) 
WRIGHT, believed a son of (Nathaniel) Elijah Wright also of ‘42. 
Lincoln County. The WRIGHT and MCMILLIN families also lived 
in the Cane Creek and Swan Creek area of Lincoln County. N. H. 
and Dorothy Blair Wright moved to Calloway Co., KY by the time 
of the 1830 census. Elijah Wright moved his family there also. 
.Dorothy and N. H. Wright were living in Callaway Co., KY in 
1833 when they gave their power of attorney to sell her father's 
land. By 1836 they had moved to Marshall Co., MS and by 1845 
they were in Tippah Co., MS. Dorothy was a "mid-wife". She 
died 1862-3 Tippah County and he died in 1864. Their children 
were: Abner B(lair) Wright; George Washington Wright, who 
married first, Rachel A. Craig and second, Sarah Caroline 
Jackson; William C. Wright, married Mary Ann Jackson; Susan 
Catherine Wright, married first, Jesse Byrd and second, her 
second cousin, Joseph Jefferson McMillin; Martha Ann Wright, 
married Thomas Franklin Rutherford. (Susan Catherine Wright 
and Joseph Jefferson McMillin were the great-grandparents of 
Bobbie McDowell.) 


William Blair was living in Lawrence Co., AL in 1833. He 
was perhaps born 1808-1810. Nothing else is know of him. 


Nancy Blair was born 1800-1810, probably about 1810 and 
is Likely the female aged 15-20 in Mary Blair's household in 
1830. She married about 1830-31, Thomas S. Collins. They 
were living in Franklin Co., TN in 1833. 


CONCLUSIONS, UNANSWERED QUESTIONS AND FUTURE RESEARCH 


George Blair who was already married by the 1790 SC census, 
could not have been George, born 1788, son of James, Sr. There 
is no 1790, 1800, or 1810 census for Franklin Co., GA and the 
tax lists are missing for sime years and not complete in others, 
especially 1807. Our George, who should probably have been on 
the 1807 list,is not shown. The George of the 1808 list, could 
possibly have been the son of James, Sr. but I do not believe so. 


Col. Obadiah Trimmier lived across the Tugaloo River in 
Pickens Co., SC from James Blair, Sr. who lived in Franklin Co., 
later Habersham, GA. One record gives Elizabeth Powell as the 
first wife of James, Sr. and another one gives her as a second 
wife. She may have been the first wife and another son of James, 


Sr..-may- have been Powell Blair. (Wooley, A Collection of Upper 
' SC Gen. & Fam. Rec. Vol. III, p. 85; Pickens Co., SC deed of 
James-Blair, Sr.; signed Powell Blair, J.P., dated 1834 and 
James, Sr. of Habersham Co., GA.) 
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Is there a relationship between the Ellison/Elston 
and Blair families of SC, GA and TN? Allen Elston sold 
George Blair land in Lincoln Co., TN. He was co-admini- 
strator of the estate of George and Mary Blair, 1832-33. 
Wooley, Vol. III, p. 129 gives Martha Jane Humphreys, 
daughter of David Humphreys of Pickens Dist. SC and wife, 
Martha Word, as wife of Allen Elston and says they had a 
family of ten children. 


Anyfuture research should include Augusta Co., VA 
records for Colbert Blair and the North Carolina counties 
mentioned as places of residence for James Blain, Sf. as 
George may have also lived there.

April 18, 1860 
Dear Sister Penelope Duncan: 


Your letter the 7th of April 1860. I was glad to hear that you are 
well and doing well. I can't say that I am well. I am far from 
being well. I am in a very feeble state of health at present. 

I have almost lost my sight, my head has a giddiness in it and some- 
times I cannot walk without help. I am in a bad situation at this 
time to write. The connection is all well. I believe you said you 
wanted to know where your Frankie's two girls live, and their post 
office. They live in Bedford county somewhere but their post office 
I do not know. I expect if you would direct your letter to Shelby- 
ville, Tennessee, they might get it. Direct it to Thomas Hazard 
(possibly this is Lazard, handwriting has faded) as Penelope married 
him. Their county is Lincoln. 

Provision is plenty enough for him that has money, I will 
just say everything is high. I never have been as scarce of corn 
since I lived on Wells Creek and it was 53 years ago, 8th day of 
April, this month. Corn is a dollar a bushel most everywhere through 
the country. I sell at $1.50 on the road. 

I shall now turn to politics. John wanted to know how Tenesse 
stood. I shall tell how she has voted for several years. In Ten- 
nessee we have had an election, or a count, between the democratic 
and independent parties as Separates. From the admission of Ten- 
nessee into the Union in 1796 to 1836 there was but one regular or 
organzied party in the state. That was the old Republican or Demo- 
cratic party that voted for Thomas Jefferson, Thomas Madison, James 
Monroe and Andrew Jackson. In 1836 the state was divided between 
Judge Hugh L. White of Tennessee and Martin Vanburen of New York 
for President. Each ran as a Democratic. In 1840 the state became 
permanently divided into the Whig and Democratic parties. The state 
voted that year for Harrison the Whig candidate for president. In 
18__ Henry Clay was the candidate for the whigs and James K. Polk 
was the democratic candidate for President. Tennessee voted that 
year for Mr. Clay, a 119 majority. In 1848 Tennessee voted for 
General Taylor, the Whig Candidate over General Cass the democratic 
candidate. In 1852 General Scott the Whig candidate for President. 
Tennessee voted for General Scott. In 1853 Andrew Jackson was the 
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democratic candidate for governor of the state. After that the Whig 
party disbanded. In 1855 the Know-Nothing Party appeared in the 
field as the adversary of the democratic party. Colonel Meredity 
P. Gentry was the candidate of the Know-Nothings for governor against 
Andrew Johnson, the candidate for the democrats. Johnson was elected. 
The canvass in Tennessee was between the two parties, James Buchanan 
the democratic candidate and Millard Fullmore the Know-Nothing 
candidate, or the American, as the party was sometimes called. 
Tennessee voted for James Buchanan. In 1857 Isham G. Harris was 
elected governor of the state over Robert Halton, the Know-Nothing 
candidate. Last year the Democratics nominated Isham G. Harris for 
re-election and the Know-Nothings or Americans dropped that name and 
called themselves the Opposition, ran John Netherland as the oppo- 
sition candidate. Harrison was elected by 8,000 majority, so you 
see that since 1852 Tennessee has uniformily voted the Democratic 
ticket. But I am not able to say how the state will vote for Pres- 
ient next November, but I believe it will vote for the nominee of the 
Charleston Convention which will meet in about two weeks from this 
time. 

I have no doubt that the nominee will get the state. Tennessee 
is now a democratic state. I believe it will stand firm in the faith 
as long as the black-hearted Republican party shall remain in the 
field, the only formidable foe of the Democratic party and of the 
South. The Democratic party is now the National party in the country 
and will be able to administer the general government upon the prin- 
ciples of the Constitution and protect the rights of every section 
of this great country and preserve the union. At least, such are 
my opinions. 

Well, John Duncan, I have give you a small history of Tennessee 
and of how she voted, so I shall say no more on politics. 

If you receive this letter I want you to write again. Write what 
has become of Percy Duncan and John Painter. Sister Penelope, we 
are both getting old. I have been in 74 since November last and you 
will be 69 the 20th of September next. We cannot have correspondence 
much longer unless it is the Lord's will to preserve us and help us 
in our old days. Anthony will be 79 the 15th day of June next. ASS 
Of course, our days have been many. We should read the 24th Chapter 
of Matthews, 44th verse and keep it in memory. "There be ye also 
ready for in such an hour | ye thnk not the Son of man cometh." 

I want you to be sure to write.

MONUMENT AT MULBERRY, TENN.

Confederate Veteran Vol. 17 p. 587 (1909) 


On the 27th of September there was unveiled at Mulberry, LCT a 
uniquely beautiful monument to "the three hundred unconguered Con- 
federate veterans" who went from Mulberry. Not only is the in- 
scription unique, but the marble figure is that of a young man in 
his teens, the round, strong young face full of the confident 
assurance of Victory. The veterans standing around were telling 
ages. "I was ;:seventeen when I went out, mustered at this very 
spot," said one. "I can beat that," said another. "I was six- 
teen." Our boys were men," said a gentle-faced old lady softly. 
"My sweetheart was eighteen, and he never came back. I shall see 


him soon now," she added with trembling voice. "He was like that," 
and her wrinkled old face was raised in adoration to the marble

emblem of youth, strength, and beauty. The listener knew that 
when the approaching reunion came a young spirit would fly from 
the prison house of an old body to meet the young soldier. 


The monument was veiled in two battle-scarred flags, and the folds 
of one of them was blood-stained; but never were those flags con- 
quered or captured. One had belonged to the 4lst TN and one to 
Forrest's escort. Thirteen dainty little giris in red and white 
drew aside the flags and raised their sweet young voices in song 
and story. Little Gaynelle Boone charmingly gave a Dixie reading. 
They had marched to the monument, led by Mrs. Ada Shofner, the 
able President of the Mulberry Chapter, U.D.C., and Mrs. Carrie 
Whitaker. The veterans came in long double line, led by Comrade 
Morgan, and the hearts of all the crowd marched with the whole 
procession to the music of "Dixie." After the unveiling the 
crowd of two thousand went to the Mulberry schoolhouse for the 
speeches.
